HAILEY (AP) - Turmoil is con- 
tinuing in the campaign to create 
a supply of affordable housing in 
‘ -central Idaho's posh Wood River 
. Valley. 

The fledgling Blaine County 
Housing Authority has With- 
drawn its support from the coun- 
ty's first proposed affordable 
housing project because the 
developer wanted the units 
priced too high. 

Authority member Steve 
Horbwicz 'deplored *'what _ he 
called- a lack of political leader- 
ship in the valley on the issued 

But Horowitz said the agency • 
will persist because “affordable 
housing will make, this a real 
-place to live, not just the shell of 
a resort town.” 

The authority pulled out of the . 
project developer Dave 
Manooldan proposed Tor two- bed- 
room, two-bath townhouses with 
yards and attached garages serv- 


ing as buffers between the living 
units. But the price was put at 
S105.000 to $109,000. . 

“You have to come in well 
below the market rate to make 
this a good Investment for the 
buyer because the tradeoff is -lit- 
tle equity appreciation” since the 
units are to remain affordable, 
Horowitz said. 

“Manookion is trying to make 
too much of a. profit, and that’s a 
problem in ray min3,” he said.- 

Blit Manookian defended the 
project, claiming the even lower 
price being sought by the authori- 
ty is unrealistic. 

“It’s like your own home,” he 
said.
